that they conſpire the total ſubyerſton and de- 
ſtruction of all the health'and wealth of the daugh- 
ter of their people, which ſateas a Queenamong 
the Nationsin former ages ; that they may either 
keepor increaſe the ſpoils they have already got, 
and further hope for, from her final expiration 
and diffolutions 3 where from an antient, united 
and flouriſhing Kingdom, 'to a puny, peeled and
